North-eastern provinces are the places 
whence we may look for danger; and it 
seemsclear thateven well-informed wri- 
tors on Indian subjects have underrated 
theelement of peril thatis to be found in 
those territories. Englishmen are pro- 
verbially ignorant of history, and con- 
corning the obscure pointsof differences 
between the sects of Mahometans, they 
aro certainly not well versed, To quote 
M.Vambory: “When we in Europe” he 
says, “talk of Mshometan fanaticism, 
we are always thinking of the Islam 
of Western Asia; but it should not be 
forgotton that even theSheik-al-Islam of 
Constantinople would be regarded by 
his fellow believers of Peshawar, Delhi, 
and Lahore as au infidel—so different 
is the interpretation of the prophet’s 
doctrine in Central Asia from that 
adopted in the West. In Northern 
India, it is not to Constantinople but to 
Bokbara that people look for the stand- 
ard of Islamite piety.” Now, after 80 
many years of occupation, our anthori- 
tios in India should have obtained some 
definite views of the theological differ- 
ences of the various sects and races 
they control, and it is possible that M. 
Vambery may unintentionally colour 














his description with tints borrowed |- 


from the bias his mind has derived 
from its peculiar studies. Still, setting 
this portion of the question aside for 
a moment, it is strange to read a son- 
tence like the following. “If England 
wishes to succéed in governing her 
Mahometan subjects in India, she must 
once for all have done with her so- 
called constitutional experiments, and, 
without imitating Rassia—who only 
wishes to Rassianize, not to civilize— 
become more Asiatic in lier Asian pos- 
sessions; i.¢.go on with the process 
of recénstructiqn not in a European 
gallop, as hitherto, but by slow aud 
steady steps.” Theso are remarkable 
swords, and‘we are tempted to ask how 
much trath is there in them? We 
have before us, in China, preachers of 
the self same doctrine. We have been 
warned until wo are weary, against 
hurrying China; we have been ad- 
vised by counsellors of great gravity 
and. experience, to avoid anything 
like pressure when dealing with an 
ancient and peculiar nation whose 
traditions are not our traditions, and 
whose ways aro not ont ways. Now 











China are both venerable nations, with 
a sufficient tinge of Asian mystery 
about them to render mistakes on the 
part of an European elucidator very 
possible. They are both subject to 
what Doctors call “treatment” from 
the haiids of Western diplomats, and 
they have this perplexing distemper of 
fanatical Mahometanism disordering the 
body politic of each. And for both aro 
precribed the same remedy—to be let 
alone, “Justsee what will happen” 
say the diplomatists. There are pecu- 
liar circumstances connected with theso 
two countries which render all the 
rales that are found efficacious in other 
cases, uncertain here. Nothing is like- 
ly to do any good but the laissez 
faire policy. We distrast this quiet 
and soothing doctrine, ourselves, and wo 
question the accuracy of M. Vambery’s 
views generally ; but it is well to hear 
what can be said on each side.

The regult was satisfactory ; and the 
meeting generally a very successful one, 
The annual meeting of Ratepayers in 
the English and American Settlements 
takes placo on Monday. A review of 
the budget presented by the outgoing 
Council will be. found on another page. 
Notices of several intended Motions have 
been sent in to the Municipal Coun- 
cil, and some lively debates are anticipated. 
‘The first resolution proposes that the Council 
be authorised to frame rules of the road 
for the regulation of carriage traffic. The 
second, suggests a change in the wording 
of Art. IX. of the Land Regulations, to 
enable Dues to be levied on merchandise 
at the rate of one-tenth of 1 per cent on 
the average value, according to such tariff 
as may be decided upon at the annual 
meeting of Rate-payors. The third asks 
sanction to the payment to Mr. Webb of 
Tis. 4,000, in full discharge of his claim 
against the old Volunteer Corps. The 
fourth invites approval of the ‘Tramway 
scheme ; the Council to obtain details, and 
Jay these open for inspection in its offices ; 
a special meeting to be subsequently con- 
vened for decision regarding them. The 
fifth proposes to deal effectually with the 
Soochow Créek Bridge question, by in- 
structing the Council to raise Tis. 15,000 
by debentures, to build a new bridge ; or, 
in case they are legally prohibited from 
doing. this, to establish free ferries. The 
sixth resolution raises the question of 
bunding the foreshore of the Settlements. 
‘The seventh invites an expression of 
opinion that Art. XIX of the Land Regu- 
lations should be amended, so.as to clearly 
exclude proxy votes of resident Rate- 
Payers.—So that a busy meeting may be 
anticipated. Another probable subject of 
discussion is the erection of Water Works for 
the Settlement. Mr. Oliver, the Municipal

The China Mail says Visitors to the 
Peiling (Pak-lin) districts, report that the 
Tea-picking there has'begim.”

A party of seven gentlemen went 
to Peiling the other day and saw the pick- 
ing in‘full operation. 

Srhrec Chinese junkaontheirway toHoxo- 
KONG, consigned to Hongs there and belong- 
ing to Chinese, were seized at CapSingMoon 
by one of the Chinese cruizers and taken up 
to Canton some few days ago, The Mail 
states that ten ‘Krupp’ guns, recently 
arrived by one of Holt’s steamers, are for 
the’ Viceroy of Canton, to arm a’new: fort 
which he is building below Canton, 
A Naval Court held to enquire into the 
accident to. the Hailoong acquits the Master 
and Ofticers of blame, and expresses strong 
appreciation of the friendly conduct of the 
Chinese officials. “Mr: “Seligmann has 
arrived, and will shortly proceed to Shang- 
hai‘ to establish a branch here of the 
Deutsche Bank. 

‘The China Mail hears that the Farsuan 
people have revived the project of burning 
the new London Mission Chapel, A hiaiid- 
bill: was put out on Monday morning, 
stating that it is arranged to demolish the 
chapel on the 8th of the next Chinese 
month, and inviting all sympathising with 
that object to be present on the ‘occasion, 
As far as is known at present, the handbill 
would not seem to represent any large or 
serious measure of ill-will. 

‘Tho Cawron officials have been visiting 
for some time past the temple of Lung 
Wong to pray for’ rain.’ Finding this 
somewhat inefticacious, the Governor-Gene- 
ral has caused an altar to be erected on the 
‘parade ground outside Kast Gate, ‘The 

icials go in a body morning and evening, 
at 4 o'clock, to worship the spirits of the 
clouds, rain, wind, lightning and mountain 
streams, and ask deliverance from the pre- 
sent drought, They distiount from their 
chairs at the East Gate and go on foot to 
the place where the altar is erected.

The Rev. Mr. Syle preached his opening 
sermon at Yoxouawa on the 14th; when 
there was a large congregation.

The recent animal Show 
has left a surplus over expenses in favour 
of the promoters, A Flower dnd Vege- 
table Show was to be held on the'27th and 
28th. Turf for a new cricket ground is 
being laid in, the'swamp, and'the dimen- 
sions allowed are 100 square fect. 


England, and has nowiaid an able re- 
port before the Council. Basing his cal- 
culation on a consumption of “1,000,000 
gallons a day, he proposes three scheinés ; 
one to bring.water from Feng-wan‘sin, 
which would. cost Tis. 514,814; one to 
brifig it from near the Loonghwa Pagoda, 
which would cost Tls.-397,529, and one to 
take it from the Yangtzepoo, which would 
cost Tis. 299,386.- The Works Committee 
favour the latter scheme, but we think the 
feeling of thecommunity isin favour of going 
up river rather than down. The Committee 
also consider Mr.-Oliver over-estimates the 
probable consumption, and fix on 500,000 
as a more likely quantity. This would 
permit a decrease of one-third in the cost 
of all the works ; but will it not be wise to 
leave a margin for increase, in dealing with 
such a place as Shanghai? Taking the 
Yangtzepoo scheme, on the reduced scale, 
they estimate an outlay of Tis. 208,000, 
a yearly cost of Ts. 35,800, and a reve- 
nue of Tis. 60,000, 

‘Fhe 8.8, Ulysses, which arrived here on 
the 28th ulto., when about 130 miles out 
froth Hongkong, met with an accident to 
her-rudder, but maintained her course by 
means of a temporary one. To steady her in 
the narrow limits of the river channel, how- 
ever, she had to employ tugs, and was 
got:up to her moorings without difficul- 
ty. Itis creditable that she was brought here 
in safety with the rude but useful contri- 
vance which replaced her lost rudder. ‘This 
was; main boom, with a small anchor fixed 
to one end, forming a frame on which to 
lasha hatch cover, the whole making a huge 
yuloh, by which the steamer was steered. 
‘The; Ulysses had ler rudder and rudder- 
post; knocked away by coming in contact 
with some part of the wreck of a steamer 
lost joff Breaker Point a few years ago. 

‘Some animated correspondencehas passed 
in the daily papers, regarding the collision 
between the steamers Ara and Rona. An 
impression was conveyed by the statement 
of ai person saved from the latter ship, 
that’ the Captain of the Ava had neg- 
lected any effort to save life from the sinking 
steamer, Capt. Rousseau, however, replies 
that, he had to attend to his own 
ship; which was so seriously damaged that 
he apprehended he might have to beach 
her, .and that the Rona’s people should 
have: tried to save their comrades in the 
boats in which they escaped, whereas they 
sent these adrift. . The caso is likely, after 
all, to be tried before the French Consul- 
General-at Shanghai; when full particulars 
will of.course be made public. 

The’election of Municipal Councillors at 
‘Trentstx took place on the 24thulto. The 
Rules say not more than five nor less than 
three Councillors shall be elected. Hitherto 
the Landrenters have been content with 
three, but this yearfour have been elected ; 
it having been found from various causes, 
such as absence, sickness, pressure of 
business, &c., that three was an insufficient 
number to carry out with zeal and activity 
the wants of the community.

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‘THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET. 
Tue Report of the Municipal Council 
for the year just ended shows a rather 
striking «difference between the es- 
timated and the actual outlay, both 
jn detail and in total. The Council 
have spent Tis, 289,076, against 
Tis, 211,836 passed at the last Rate- 
payers’ mesting, and have diverged to 
the extent of Tis. 81,808 from the 
detailed appropriations; that is to say, 
the accounts show an increase beyond 
tho estimate, under various heads, of 
‘Tis. 54,524, while Tis, 27,284 have been 
saved under others, leaving an actual 
excess of Tis. 27,240. The chief item 
of increase, Tis. 14,142 for roads, is 
one that the community will not 
regret, if they are satisfied that it 
Ins been judiciously spent; for tho 
estonsion and completion of our street 
system is a pressing duty. Nearly 
Tis, 8,000 of this increase, we be- 
liove, was incurred in baying and 
making roads on the old race-conrse ; 
besides Tls, 1,240, which will certainly 
notbe grudged, for the extension of the 
Canton Road to the Defence Creek. 
‘The next large item is more apparent 
than real, ‘Tis, 2,000 only were ap- 
ropriated for the Fire Department, 
Feekuse that was the sum which the 
Municipality purposed to spend ; it was 
known that the actual outlay would 
bo greater, but it was anticipated that 
the Insurance Offices which derive so 
great bonefit from the Institution would 
contribute the remainder. 
did contribute a certain sum, which 
sabscriptions from tho and from 
various Chineso guilds raised to Tis. 
4681—leaving an actual surplas in 
Municipal expenditure of only Tis, 
1,000, attributable to the Hongkew 
Bell ‘Tower and the introduction of 
extinctours, There is an increase of 
‘Ms. 8,796 in salaries and allowauces, 
attributable, we presame, partly to the 
increase which has been found neces- 
‘ary in tho office ataff; and there is an

credit is taken for Tis. 12,000 due 
on the 15th May 1871, in an account 
which closed six weeks previously— 
on the 81st March ; and the final pay- 
ment, due on the 15th of May 
1872, is included in the estimates 
for the financial year 1871-2 ended 
on the 81st ultimo, Then there is 
a saving of Tis. 7,762 under tho 
head of Engineer’s Department, which 
means cost of cortain iron bridges 
that went down in the Caliph, re- 
covered from Insurance; an in- 
crease of Tis. 10,701 in that’ elastic 
source of revenue, Dues on Merchan- 
dise, aud a gain of Tis. 4,962 in the 
General Municipal Rate, after deduct- 
ing a disappointment of Tis. 1,930 in 
Land Tax. We say nothing about an 
item of Tis.2,400 which appears as a 
decrease in Seamen’s Church Expenses, 
because the meeting lately held to dis- 
cuss the fature of this Institution, 
Prepared us for the announcement 
made in the Report, that a debt 
of Tis, 4,815 expresses its true position, 

And this brings us to the Estimate for 
the year 1872-73. A vote of Tis. 4,815, 
to clear off this arrear, is among the 
first sums referred to. Every one is 
aware that the debt arose through the 
nou-collection of subscriptions in 1870 
and 1871, while the expenses continued 
to be paid out of the Municipal chest. 
There seoms to be no escape; the 
amount will have to be paid; but 
Rate-payers will probably wish to see 
detailed accounts, or at least to have 
chief items of debt explained to

Volunteer Corps of 1861. It will be 
remembered that, at the last meeting 
of Rate-payers, the Council was re- 
quested to examine into and report 
upon this claim. They did so, and 
now recommend the payment to Mr, 
Webb of the actual cost of the Rifle 
Batts, but decline his claim for half 
the cost of the Main Guard, ‘‘as it was 
built on tho Church ground and 
claimed as the property of the Church, 
by the Trustees.” The cust of the 
Hifle ‘Batts appears to have. been 
Tis. 4,000, and Mr. Hanssen, as Mr. 
Webb's agent, agrees to accept that 
sum in full payment of his claim and 
to hand over the title deeds to the 
Council. Provision has also to be 
made to pay off the last instalment, 
Tis. 12,000, of the loan of 1867, A 
grant of Tis. 2,000 to the General Hos- 
pital is a new feature. ‘The decrease 
in the number of sailing vessels fro- 
quenting the port has been followed by 
adecline in the receipts of the Hos- 
pital, from Tis. 18,486 in 1869 to 

1,553 in 1871; and the Trastees 
anticipate that they will be obliged to 
yemove into smaller premises and re- 
duce their staff, unless they can get 
pecuniary aid. They point out how- 
ever that the General Hospital is the 
only one on which the foreign commu- 
nity can depend, and how impossible 
it would be, in’ caso of a sudden de- 
mand upon its resources, to replace the 
trained nurses and provide the suitable 
accommodation which now exist. They 
urge that it is in the interest of the 
community to aid in maintaining so 















valuable an institution, and the Council 


recognise the force of their arguments, 
A proposal to bund out the Hongkew 
shore, at a cost of Tis. 48,000— 
Tis. 6,000 of which are included in 
the present estimato—may probably 
bring up the general question of 
river frontage for discussion. Wo 
note a proposed increase of Tis. 1,000 
in the contribution to the Fire De- 
partment, and cannot but think that 
the Insurance Offices, whose enormous 
profits are rendered doubly secure 
by the existence of the Department, 
should bear the additional outiay, The 
usual appropriations are asked for Ge- 
neral Establishment, Police and Works, 
and in each case a slight reduction is 
anticipated on the outlay in 1871-72, 
So that the total expenditure is es. 
timated at Tis, 237,606, against Tis, 
248,675 in 1871-72, and against ‘an 
anticipated revenue of Tis, 229,973, 
which is raised to ‘ls. 238,592 by 
the balance remaining in hand from 
the previous year. The Budget thus 
shows an estimated surplus of only 
Tis, 986, but as it includes an appro- 
priation of Tis. 7,096 under the head of 
possible contingencies in Works, wo 
may hope to find the new Council still 
with a good working balauce, on the 
31st March, 1873. 














‘NAPOLEON I. ON CHINA, 

‘Taz Emperor Napoleon I. has been 
credited with a number of speeches 
that he never uttered, In his: rotire- 
ment at St, Helena, he had ious 
opportunities of discoursing on the 
affairs of the world, and everything he 
said or was desired to say was dul; 
reported and published. Tho little 
island became a sort of oracular seat, 
and epigrams, enigmas, and prophecies 
emanated in abundance from the lonely 
vock and were greedily studied by men 
of all nations and languages. Tho 
speaker bad played so important a part 
in the exciting drama of European 
History, and his position was 80 pecu- 
liarly favourable for calmly surveying 
the scenes of his old ambition and de- 
livering himself of philosophic reflec- 
tions on them, that it was not to bo 
wondered at that every scrap of 
genuine conversation should be’ seized 
upon and many false speeches put into 
the ex-hero’s mouth. 

His Irish Doctor, O'Meara, who is 
probably as trustworthy as any of the 
other reporters, ‘supp lies us_with @ 
remarkable deliverance of the Emperor 
on the subject of China and her future, 
We read that he said: “It would bo 
the worst thing you have done for a 
number of years, to go to war with an 
immonse empire like China’ and pos 
sessing so many resources. You would 
doubtless at first succeed, take what 
vessels they have and destroy their 
trade, but you would teach them ‘their 
own strength. They would be com- 
pelled to adopt measures to defend 
themselves against you. . They. would 
consider and say: ‘We mist try to 
make ourselves equal to this nation. 
Why should we suffer a people so far 
away to do as they please to us? We 
must build ships, we must put guns 
into them, we must render ourselves 
equal to them.’ “They would,” con« 
tinued the Emperor, “get artificers 

















and shipbuilders from Franco and 
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America, and even from London, they 
would build a fleet, and in the course 
of time defeat you.” Now a slight 
examination of this prophecy is enough 
to show that it contains a curious ad- 
mixture of trath and error. The point 
which it seems to us Napoleon over- 
looked, is the inherent difference of 
strength between the two races. It is 
nob enough for Asiatics to say “we 
must render ourselves equal to Euro- 
peans.” There sre difficulties in the 
way that are almost insurmountable. 
The physical powers of the Briton and 
ihe Chinese are not to be com- 
pored. Inu a war of any length, 
the nation possessing superior gifts 
would be sure to conquer. Resoln- 
tion, endurance, and vigour havo al- 
ways told in past contests, and they 
would be certain to secure victory 
again. The Briton has been proved 
over aud over again to be a better sol- 
dier than the Oriental ; and though the 
former: at first might meet with repal- 
ses, the end cannot be doubted. The 
possession of artificers and shipbuild- 
ers from France and America would do 
something, but we have only to visit a 
Chinese Arsenal or to inspect a Chinese 
gunboat to assnre ourselves that we 
have little to fear from the European- 
ized fleets of the mandarins, for many 
years to come. 

If, however, we examine the Imperi- 
al utterance and apply it. to the peace- 
fal contest between tie Enst and West 
that is wow going on, we see that there 
is some truth in it.’ Napoleon looked 
at everything from a soldier’s point of 
view. “He regarded the nations of the 
earth as engaged in a great straggle 
for military supremacy, aud nothing 
else: We see that other factors come in 
now, however, to inake up political life. 
The real contest between China and the 
Buropean countries is a fight for wealth, 
To the hater of traffic and traffickers 
all such contests seemed sordid, but we 
look upon the emulous struggle for 
mereautile pre-eminence in auother 
Tight. Tn this battle, however, it is em- 
phatically trae “you would tench them 
their own strength.” The foreigner 
has not much reason to dread the artil- 
lery of the Chinese, but he is scarcely a 
match for him in his skill in bargai 
making, in his manipulation of figures, 
his general aptitude for mercantile par- 
suits. There are, we hope and believe, 
many prosperous years before the for- 
eign settlers in China, but we may as 
well make up our minds to face the 
fact that in the end the Chinaman will 
do his own business, and learn to 
pense with ihe interposition of the 
foreigner toa great extent. We are 
pioneers, teaching the natives lessons 
they’ are ready to learn, and we must 
not expect very ceremonious treatment 
when they have extracted all they can 
from us. If weare to hold our own 
_we must occupy a larger area, in fact 
open up the entire country.

NINGPO.

by bugle, and it is surprising how 
e men have learned to recog- 
nise the sound. The parade ground is not 
large, so that a mistake would involve con- 
fusion, but overything went off perfectly 
smoothly. The skirmishers advanced in 
good line and kept up asmart fire, although 
they are armed with muzzle-loaders ; and 
the movements of the main body were 
steady. The artillery deserve special praise ; 
they had two field pieces out—one a light 
mountain howitzer, the other an ordinary 
naval howitzer ; and the rapidity with 
which they dismounted and remounted 
these, would have astonished even the 
S.V.C. This jing seemed to interest 
the ‘Taotai greatly, and he requested that 
it might be repeated close to the pavilion 
where he stood. Skirmishers are out, 
with the howitzers on either flank ; the bu- 
gle sounds an alarm of cavalry ; and within 
‘a quarter of a minute, the guns are on the 
ground, the caringes in pee the infan- 
try in square and the artillerymen lying 
down under the protection of the bayonets, 
‘The cavalry are driven off, the order is 
given to re-extend, and within one minute 
the guns are remounted and the first shot 
is fired. ‘These are the sort of guns the 
8. V. Artillery should have, instead of 
huge contrivances that need four ponies to 
drag them over a level road. ‘There is a 
steep hill on the parade ground, about 40 
et high. This was scaled and carried 
h a rush, and the light howitzer dragged 
up to the top and tired after the retreating 
enemy. On the whole, I must repeat that 
the imen mancenvred ‘admirably, and do 
credit to the care which is bestowed on 
their drill, I was the more surprised 
to find them so steady, because it must be 
remembered that this is no mere show 
force. ‘The men guard the city gates, have 
stations in the suburbs, and occasionally 
go Up on escort duty to Hangchow. So, 
as the force has been much cut down since 
the extinction of the rebellion, there are 
few men together at one time in barracks to 
practise combined manceuvres, ‘ 
‘The Chinese are again agitating to have 
“Dew's cut off” closed. “This is a canal 
which was cut during the rebellion, at 
Captain Dew's instance, across the neck 
of a very long bend in the river, to enable 
gunboats to cruise round the foreign set- 
flement. It is useful as a canal, because 
it saves several miles, but I believe the 
Chinese say salt water’ finds its way higher 
up the river, through this short out, than it 
used to do. 














KINTAN. 
After Chusan, Kintan is the next largest 
island of the archipelago. It is on the right 


hand as you come out of Chinhai ; 
people don’t very often see it, because 
ner is generally announced’ just as the 
steamer gets outside the river going up; 
and it is usually passed about daybreak, on 
the way down. : 

Kintan also has some historic interest, 
though of a very different nature and de- 
gree from Chusan. A glance ata chart 
will show the existence of a narrow chan- 
nel between the north coast of Kintan 
and a smaller island, called Taping, imme- 
diately opposite. It is called ‘ Lukong,” 
from a village near the middle of the 
passage, on the Kintan shore. After the 
evacuation of Chusan by the British, in 
1846, opium ships used to lie here—station- 
ary hulks, from which Ningpo dealers 
bonght drug as they required it. Messrs. 
Jardine Matheson & Co.’s ship Ellis and 
Messrs. Dent & Co.’s ship Ternate lay 
here for several years, and I believe a third 
large Shanghai firm was represented for a 











short while. But the trade got a firmer 





hold in a few years, and about 1851 the 
hulks were moved into the Ningpo river, 
That is to say the Ternate was; the 
Ellis wassold where she lay, and broken up 
bythe Chinese. I may as well add, to 
complete the history, that the Ternate was 
lost a few years later—when another step 
had been gained, and the opium trade had 
found a footing on shore—in a typhoon at 
Swatow. 

All this, however, was before the treaty 
of Tientsin, and before a clause in the 
Tariff Rules appended to that document 
had legalised the traffic, _ Nominally, 
this was forbidden while the Ellis and Ter- 
nate lay in the Lukong channel ; and that 
was the reason they lay there—'* lost. to 
sight,” but within easy distance of Ningpo 
purchasers, who had no difficulty in landing 
their drug on payment of a certain squeeze, 
And traly they might have lain in a worse 
place. If Ihad to be exiled, I wouldn't 
mind the Lukong channel with a well. 
found ship as an abode. Sheltered at all 
points from wind or sea, within 200 yards 
of a considerable island on the East anda 
not altogether contemptible island on the 
West, one might manage to get through a 
few years here, without pining desperately 
for wider civilisation. I am not forgetting 
that I saw Lukong on a fine day. That is 
to say, we reached the channel ina com- 
fortable yacht, ona fine moonlight night, 
after a rather hard beat against afoul wind, 
But the prospect even then was pleasing, 
and the view next™ day was still more 
so; the small town of Lukong lying 
abreast, amid trees and paddyfields, hills 
rising almost directly from the water's 
edge on either side, and a peep out to 
sea both North and South Teele (Square 
Island) and even the Chinbai hills dimly 
appearing in one direction, and a glimpse 
of some outlying islets breaking the view 
to the North. “As I said before, 1 
not forgetting that it was a sunshiny 
day, and that matters would look different 
if it were raining and blowing hard. But 
even Shanghai, model of cities, doos not 
always appear cheerful under such condi- 
tions ; and the Lukong channel could hard- 
ly be expected to do better. 

Still, Lean conceive that one might get 
tired of perpetually looking even at a 
pleasant scene, if debarred from nearer 
approach. But, my sentence was less 
severe ; and the old opium ship hands were 
quite as free. I was only under obligation 
to be grateful for the pleasant trip, and to 
sake the noble omer of the Storesid 

racht as far as his temper woul 
Zarry him in the oun of the day. 
we-he and I, he is comfortably asleep 
after tiffin at present—had an early break- 
fast and went early ashore. 

OF course, this Chusan Grou 
notorious haunt of pirates, and 
having had the advantage of foreign inter 
course since 1851, must be notoriously 
evil; so there was a pleasing senso of 
recklessness in going ashore without a 
walking stick, We landed at a very con- 
venient stone jetty—one usefullegacy which 
foreigners have left behind them—and 
walked through the long straggling town 
which has given its name to the anchoraye, 
out on to the hills beyond. Walking to 
the Club attd back, is not good training for 
hill work ; and the climb might have 
seemed rather stiff, had it not been for the 
pleasant scenery, and for the constant in- 
clination to halt and pluck wild flowers by 
the wayside. The flowers however li 
their revenge, for they beguiled us, away 
from the path altogether, at Inst, and wp 2 
steep ravine that tried my be-mudded 
Jungs considerably before it led us to the 
top of the high hill which we had marke 
from the boat as our first stage. 

I know perfectly well that I cannot 
describe scenery, so I will not try. 
Other people have been to Kintan, many 
others will go, and some one else will 
depict properly what Ican only say very 
roughly. A convolved mass of hills, vary 
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ing in height perhaps from 300 to 1,300 
fect ; rough hillsides thickly studded with 
boulders varying in size from a chesnut to 
a hut; here and there a labourer try- 
ing to make the best of this poor soil, on a 
slope of 80 degrees ; long rows of forsaken 
terraces suggesting that one year’s crop has 
taken out of the soil all the goodness it 
could yield ; and frequent piles of stones, 
some fresh some grass covered, suggesting 
the great labour by which even this poor 
ground has been cleared ; a great quantity 
of coarse grass where the ground has not 
been broken, but no goats or cattle brows- 
ing on it; skylarks singing charmingly ; 
aview of the sea in the distance, and of 
afew small boats beating up hard against 
an adverse breeze.—Don’t imagine for an 
instant that this purports to be a descrip- 
tion of Kintan ; it is only what struck mo 
as we halted on’ the top of this first hill, 
aud congratulated ourselves on regaining 
the main road. We determined to follow 
this, and did so for a while--nearly to 
the shore of the island, when we deviated 
northward and walked round the coast, 
back to our boat. Sometimes along a 
good path, though often tempted ~ to 
Ieave it and ‘scramble down the bed 
of an old torrent now represented by 
arippling brooklet ; sometimes in full view 
of the open sea ; sometimes making treble 
distance round a'pretty nook where were 
afow houses, and more or less prosperous 
looking fields ; sometimes wondering what 
could mean a quantity of stones, on the 
top of a spur, arranged like miniature 
Druid temples ; sometimes struck by the 
sudden appearance of ‘natural objects” 
on the seashore. These natural objects 
puziled us considerably at. first. They 
seemed to be the originals of the pictures 
in Punch—barring “the crinoline. But 
vhat could they be after, paddling about 
in tho mud on all fours? “Shrimps,” 
suggested my companion ; and shrimps we 
mado it—rightly as it afterwards turned 
it 
The Northern side of the island was 
prettier and better cultivated than the 
pat we had first passed through ; that 
4s, the soil was better, and naturally 
give a better result. d_ wherever 
there was no cultivation, wild flowors 
Were abundant, Azaleas, forget-me-nots, 
snall buttercups, cuckoos,. violets, and a 
host of others that I did not recognise, or 
whose names I forget. We gathered a 
magnificent bunch, to adorn our cabin. 
And the “‘natural’ objects” and the pea- 
sants wondered at our eccentricity. 
‘The people, bye the bye, Thad forgotton 
them, | The pirates must have been absent 
on their nefarious pursuits, for the men 
sho remained either grinned or were in- 
diferent, ‘The children saluted us as hung- 
wajen (rod-bristled men), and the very few 
romen we saw—exhibited curiosity, but 
litle beauty. ‘There was no appearance of 
wealth anywhere, but average Chinese 
safoeevery whore Mandarins and priests 
rere remarkable for their absence, which 
id, account for this latter fact. Signs 
meie® here and there, of a small 
nple having stood in the sheltered nooks 
phleh Priests have always been famous 
ir selecting ; but I saw none actually 
iting. Whether the common sense of 
; ‘ Kintanese had rebelled against the in- 
ots T can't say. The rebels did not 
ret them; for these never. thought 
itn worth a visit ; and they were prob- 
tight. An island population, living 
“hcly. by fishing ; cultivating only rice, 
Ne rnd vegetables for their own use ; and 
nif, tke & few dollars from the ouiside 
veh only by thesale of salt, could not have 
arorth looting. Perhaps the absence 
rim is one reason for the absence of 
orted eLmandarins, who have to be sup- 
they the Inbour of others.

at the other. One thing is really remark- 
able in so thinly peopled an island—the 
number and quality of the roads.

We were nearly back at Lukong now, 
and we strolled the last mile along a 
solid levée by which a good stretch of 
tidal mud had been converted into rice 
land. Tradition says this used to be the 
favourite promenade of the opium ship 
exiles. If so, I cannot admire their taste: 
Iprefer the hills, and their streamlets, 
and their wild flowers, and their soft turf. 
Ah ! there’s the yacht and there’s the dingy 
coming off to fetch us. On board again ;

‘TIENTSIN. 


On the morning of the 14th instant we 
found ice in the water jars the sixteenth 
part of an inch thick, the production of the 
past night. Since’ then, however, the 
weather has been daily getting warmer. 
We may reckon on having at Tientsin, 
each year, about six months of weather 
when we may have ice at nights and re- 
quire to light fires in our rooms. In 
my letter of 5th February lest I men- 
tioned having witnessed, on the previous 
night, “the sky from the northwest to 
the northeast, high up far above the 
horizon, in fact nearly overhead, of a 
dark crimson color. The color was steady 
and not flickering.” Inthe London Daily 
Telegraph of 6th February last 1see by Reu- 
ter’s Telegrams, ‘ Alexandria February 
bth, an fares borealis baid ae 
last night, a large space of the skies bein, 
illuminated for five hours ;” and “Paris 
February 5th, a magnificent Aurora borealis 
was visible here last night ;” and ‘Con- 
stantinopleFebruary4th,a splendid Aurora 
borealis, extending over half the heavens, 
was visible here this evening during 
Daily Tetyraph’ orenpondet ros Rome 

ily Teleg i's C01 it from Rome 
February 13th itis also reported : Almost 
before th sun had died out of the clear 
horizon, that is to say, about half-past six 
note ‘the hour, I beg, yo dwellers in 
Cimmerian fog—we had on Sunday a second 
glory in the heavens, in the shape of an 
Aurora borealis, which lighted up our 
transparent sky with a glory not to be for- 
gotten. I read in the telegrams that it 
has been seen all over Europe so I need 
not attempt to describe it; but you can 
‘scarcely have listened to such contradic- 
tory explanations as I heard from the 
crowds of Italians who, animated by the 
love of beauty inherent in them, stood for 
hours gazing on the lurid light’ in which 
the temples of their peerless city seemed 
to burn. A child, who cried out, “Oh, 
it’s finer than the Bengal lights in the 
Colosseum,” was reproved by her stern 
patriot of a father, who read in the blazing 
firmament a magnified version of the 
Italian flag. A Papalino, on the other 
hand, saw the manifest finger, of God in 

ie fiery message, denouncing the peopleaf 
Rome for indulging in Carnival festivities 
while their rightful sovereign was kept 
a prisoner in the Vatican ; and I heard my 
friend ominously reminding his wife that 
jnst such a sign was seen in the heavens 
after the King’s troops had driven the 
Zouaves out of Rome, and shortly before 
the terrible inundation of the Tiber. Very 
absurd, this reading of natural phenomena 
by the light of superstition ; but net more 
0 than the theory I overheard, started by 
an advanced Liberal, that the ‘Aurora was 
only a firework trick got up by the priests, 

















to frighten the people just as they were 
going to enjoy themselves.” I thus saw, 
on the night of the 4th February last, in 
the dark crimson color of the sky, an 
Aurora borealis. I had never seon’ the 
phenomenon before, and was under the im- 
pression that an Aurora borealis, or as it is 
called at Home in the North “The Merry 
Dancers,” gave out ‘flashes rapidly and 
waving through the sky ;” and when tho 
night was still, as was the case on the 
night of the 4th of Feb. last, “emitted a 
faint rustling noise like the moving of 
dead leaves.” I did not notice any flashes 
or noises, all was perfectly quiet and no 
motion. 5 
Le-hung-chang, the Viceroy of Chihli, re- 
tured to Tientsin on the afternoon of the 
15th instant ; and immediately after his 
return, he gave orders that the Chinese’ 
gunboat lying here should be made ready 
as early as possible to take him to Takoo, 
for an inspection of the forts there. ‘This 
gunboat has brought from the South a 
Considerable quantity of ammunition, 
suitable for the rifled arms used by the 
southern soldiers under the command of 
the Viceroy. Before Le-hung-chang became 
Viceroy of this province and took up his 
residence at Tientsin, the Chinese work- 
people employed at the Arsenal were all 
northern Chinese, who were being in- 
structed by foreign mechanics or artizans 
as engineers, powder makers, and percus- 
sion cap makers. On Le-hung-chang tak- 
ing charge of the province, a host of 
Southern mandarins were appointed to the 
‘Arsenal, and the head of these mandarins, 
during the past eighteen months, has been 
gradually dismissing all the Manchu and 
northern Chinese people from the works, 
who received from five to eight dollars a 
month ; and has been introducing southern 
people, who receive from $60 to $110 a 
month. It is obvious from the policy pur- 
sued by the Le-hung-chang regime, that 
before another six months roll over ‘not a 
single northern Chinese workman or boy 
will remain in the works ; and that the 
Arsenal will be carried on entirely by 
Southern men, paid by and devoted heart 
and soul to Le-hung-chang. The result 
will then be that the Central Government 
will be entirely dependent on him as re- 
gards ammunition and the making and 


repairing of rifles. 

‘The Chinese youths who are to be sent 
to America by Tseng-kwo-fan to be edu- 
cated, are all southern Chinese, that is to 
say Chinese born to the south of the Yel- 
low river. In this manner, in course of 
time, the intelligenco of the epeowle, ‘and 
consequently the power, of the south of 
China, will be, in comparison with what 
it is at present, considerably increased ; 
while on the other hand the people of 
the North, in ‘comparison with those of 
the South, will remain, owing to northe 
Chinese youths not receiving any. foreign 
education, ignorant and consequently 
weak. At the end of last Chin 

;, Le-hung-chang wrote officially to the. 
jovernor of Kiangsoo to send, in spring, 
two gunboats to the North; one to be 
stationed at hefoo and the other at. 
‘Tientsin, to remain there for the summer 
and to consider themselves under his 
orders. - 

It is stated here that most of the south- 
ern soldiers disbanded last January by 
Liu-mung-chuen in Shense came at once 
to this province and joined Le-hung-chang. 
Thave therefore no daubt that, at this ‘hour, 
Le-hung-chang’s army of southern soldiers 
in the province of Chihli reaches the num- 
ber of something like one hundred and 
fifty thousand men, besides officers ; the men 
being either armed with rifles or working 
forcign field-pieces, and all drilled in the 
European fashion. Jf we include his 
southern soldiers in Shense, Le-hung-chang 
has at his command a force of about three 
hundred thousand southern men, besides 
officers, all_armed and drilled like the 
army of a European State, The Central

statements are facts, not declamation, as 
can be ascertained by investigation. 

‘The Central Government cannot, if so 
inclined, in accordance with the exiting 
law of China, appoint Le-hung-chang viceroy 
of Kiangsu, Remhway, “and. Kiangeo, 
(Leang-kiang Tsung-tuh) as no Chinese can 
be a territorial mandarin in or over his 
native province, and Le-hung-chang is a 
native of Nganhwny. He, it is true, 
formerly held the post, but it was only 
an acting appointment arising from the 
then unusual state of affairs. Seeing that 
Le-hung-chang has a brother viceroy of the 
‘two neighboring provinces—Hoopeh and 
Hoonan—we may doubt if the Central 
Government, even if the law above men- 
tioned did not exist, would feel inclined 
to appoint him viceroy of the provinces 
above mentioned, as too much power would 
be placed in the hands of the Le family, in 
the centre of China, over the most popu- 
lous and wealthiest ‘portion of the country. 

‘Why is Le-hung-chang, massing his arsty 
round Tientsin, being anxious about the 
condition of the forts, keeping two south- 
ern gunboats in the Gulf of Chihli, and 
collecting large stores of ammunition for 
his troops? No foreign power, as far as 
we know, has any hostile intentions towards 
the Chinese Government. It is rumoured, 
it is true, that the Japaneso may send this 
spring an ambassador to make a treaty 
similar to those of other foreign powers ; 
and that a Russian prince is coming here 
to’ visit Peking, but those two coming 
rents cannot, aura be the cause of 

-hung-chang’s mili ments. 
‘Three days book his chit eutentnt over 
his southern army, General Woo, went 
down to Takoo to inspect the’ forts, 
and put new cannon in them, or inspect 
cannon that have lately been put in them ; 
0 I suppose the Viceroy himself is not at 
present going there.

April 5th.—Liu Yo-chao, viceroy of 
Yunnan, begs that the honour of a memo- 
rial arch may be conferred on the mother 
of: Wu chi-hsien, district magistrate in 
Yunnan, in consideration of her brave and 
painful death, At the commencement of 
the Taiping rebellion in 1851, Wu chi- 
huien’s father, Wa Kiang, was magistrate of 
Yung-sn in Kwangsi. ‘That city, after a 
pine defence, was taken by the rebels, 

i Wu Kiang disputed every inch of the 
way and fell fighting at the head of the 
officials, clorks and others whom he had 
gathered around him to make one final 
effort. ‘The Throne has already ordered 
the erection of a memorial temple at Yung- 
an and at his native place, &., &e., &. 
It appears, however, that’ no particular 
mention was made of his wife, whose death 
was very sad and heroic. When the rebels 
broke into the Yamén she was on the point 
of committing suicide, but when she saw 
them, she assailed them with bitter invec- 
tives and urged her niece and female at- 
tendants to do the same. Exasperated 
by her conduct the rebels hacked her in 
pieces. The Yunnan office for searching 
out cases of loyalty and patriotism has re- 
ported the above, and the memorialist 
‘thinks that such an instance of womanly 
heroism should not be allowed to pass un- 
noticed and unrewarded. Will the Throne

influence on the human race in other parts 
of the world, it ia beyond doubt that some 
serious attempt will shortly be made by 
another society to indoctrinate the people

Tt is just becatise such a plan has been

cies and peculiarities, they might mitigate 
in some way the effect of such new and 
wexpected truths on the thoughts and 
passions of the Chinese,--by propounding 
them gently and in doses suitable to their 
moral digestion, instead of allowing them 
to be sown indiscriminately and with 
lostility to the governing authorities. 

Tt would certainly be better for the Chi- 
nese nation that they should pass through 
the purifying political ordeal that is pre- 
paring for them, without dangerous and 
Violent concomitants.. Unfortunately, hu- 
man nature is such every whore that it g 
nerally refuses to foresee and avoid evil 
until too Inte, when ruin rushes in with 
destruction in its course. 

Just as it was in France in 1789, and in 




















American Colonies, and in Spain and Por- 
‘ugal, and Ttaly and Austria since then, 
and as it will be in other European states 
where the leaven is now rising ; so will it 
be in China, 

If the Peking Government obstinately 
refuse, as did the ruling Powers of Eu-

Prince Kung and Chunghow may well 
ask what will be the fate of China when 
the light that is being enkindled for 
her illumination, dawns upon her. The 
annals of the Taiping rebellion, with its 
cruel thoughts of hierophantic ascendancy, 
its barbaric pomp and savage legislation, 
appal the senses with horror at the revela- 
tion of depopulated provinces and devas- 
tated cities made manifest in its dificult 
repression. The fanatical Mahometan 
cruelties and slaughter in the western pro- 
vinces of the Empire, terrify the imagina- 
tion at such outbursts of popular dissatis- 
faction, But what are such misfortunes 
when com |-with-the overthrow and 
destruction of the whole official classes in 
China, by an aggravated and determined 
population 1 When reconstruction of 
society becomes a duty based on pressure 
of rational conviction, the opponents of its 
endeavours are sacrificed through an impe- 
rious need of self-preservation that is al- 
ways less unsparing than the vulgar venge- 
ance of ignorant multitudes in revolt. 
Passions have their say and their sway in 
all revolutions, but always more calmly 
calculating in'their vengeance in the revul- 
sion of reason against degradation, than in 
the resentment of the senses against tyran- 
ny. Chunghow must have learned from 
ruthless deeds of the Commune, what 
king revolutionists will do when the 
day of conflict comes, between them and 
those they strive against ; and unless the 
Chinese Government commences to set its 
house in order, and so prevent, by political 
reformation, an outburst of its subjects, 
China may witness scenes of bloodshed 
and horror suich as no nation has ever gone 
through. 

‘There can be no delusion in this matter. 
Af all this fearful future were mere possi- 
bility, the Chinese Government might per- 
sist in its t contempt of right 
and truth, but it he reckoned that, 
as surely ‘as the rises in the hea- 
vens, so will the luminary of political re- 
demption appear before long the 
horizon of the Chinese Hupire, aud will 
assuredly scorch with its buming rays 
those who will not acknowledge the supre- 
macy of its light.

1 its two forms of 
Catholicity and Protestantism ; and it has 
sought to prevent, with some success, the 

read of Christian doctrines, in the’ fear 

at they would subvert the authority of 
the Emperor. The political society that 
the Chinese Government may soon have to 
encounter, has nothing to do with Chris- 
tianity, and it will be found of a very dif- 
ferent stump. Diplomaticcirenlars will avail 
nought in arresting its principles. It will 
not stand in need of protecting Ministers at 
the Court of Peking, nor of treaties to legal- 
ise its existence and labours. It will not be 
Feproached as Christianity nov iy that its 

hherents are only of the lower-classes. The 
new society will make proselytes in all 
classes of Chinese, and inspire with its 
ideas the moat intelligent and energetic of 
the highest and lowest of the land. ~ It has 
no irksome commandments like Christiani- 
ty has, exneting difficnlt obedience and 
painful self-denial. All its precepts breathe 
aelf interest and self advancement, and are 
kindred with the most susceptible faculties 
of man. *

Even with half formed convic- 
tions, the members of Chinese secret societies 
encointer dangers fearlessly 
death with fortitude, and from tl 
gathered what courage and coi 
they not exhibit when they are vivified with 
self evident truths, and thoroughly believe 
that their realisation will prove eminently 
advantageous to their entire race? 

The experience of the history of other 
countries only too strongly confirms the 
anticipations of Chinese futurity under 
similar circumstances. Would that some 
good influence swayed the Imperial Cabinet 
to ward off impending evil by timely con- 
cession to the spirit of truth and progress 
Will no one at Peking show the Govern- 
ment the sad future they are preparing 
through their moral improvidence ? 

It is a curious but most instructive truth 
that great revolutions have been caused in

it would be singular if China could escape 
from a similar experiment. It was in Ger- 
many that the famous Weishaupt founded 
the society of the ‘* Illuminate,” and from 
that country commenced the work that 
carried to its extreme consequences the 
French revolution of 1789. From Holy 
Moscow, in the very heart of Russia, the 
“Brethren of the Grand Arch,” better 
known as the ‘‘ Hetaeria,” operated on the 
Greeks ; and in 1821 this active society, after 
secretly preparing the way, met with un- 
equivocal success. by moving the Greek 
‘population of Turkey to rise and throw off 
the yoke of their rulers. From the United 
States of America, the Society of the 
“Lone Star” aided and encouraged the 
discontent in Texas that severed that rich 
province from Mexico, and brought about 
its annexation to the American Union. 
From Franco went forth the ‘ Carbonari,” 
who have swept away the petty sovereign- 
ties of Italy as so many obstacles to free- 
dom, From Genoa, in Italy, the ‘* Com- 
muueros” worked Spain up to its present 
liberal constitution. In England, the 
“International” that threatens all Europe 
with the most radieal changes, finds its 
principal asylum and directs its deep laid 
schemes. 

Such are some of the results attained by 
some of the secret societies of Europe and 
America, which Inbour with unflinching 
veal for the attainment of their objects, 
and they very rarely fail to succeed. 
Can it be doubted that, when one of them 
begins to indoctrinate China, it will have 
unparalleled success ? 

‘The question remains between present 
peaceful concession by’ the Chinese Go- 
yernment, and the future stern require- 
ments of the power that otherwise may 
become its master. 

Tf the Chinese Government be safel 
advised, it will choose the former. It is 
forewarned, and let no one reproach the 
present generation of foreigners in China 
of not having done all in their power to 
protect the Empire from peril.

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CIVIL’ SUMMARY COURT. 














Shanghai, 25th April, 
Before R, A. Mowar, Esq. 

A. J. pa Cruz v. H. Evaxs,—$25 wages. 

Defendant denied plaintifi’s right to the 

wages. : 
“A. J. da Cruz, sworn, stated—I entered 
defeudant’s service as clerk on the 23rd Janu- 
ary last. The understanding was that I was 
to'get $25 amonth and be found. With the 
exception of taking my midday tneal on the 
premises I waived my right otherwise and 
ved outside. Tcoutinued in his employ till 
the 16th of this month, when 1 was discharged 
without any notice. “I was paid from the 
Ist of Febroary, and received my wages for 
that month, as ‘also for March, but not for 
this month, I make no claim for the week I 
worked in January. I claim for the whole of 
this month, becanse 1 believe Iam entitled 
toa month's notice. 

Defendant explained that he agreed to pay 
plaintiff $25 a month and give him board 
and lodging, but on condition that, in con- 
sideration of the smallness of the wages, 
plaintiff was to be allowed to leave without 
giving any notice if he could better his posi- 
tion; and’ defendant reserved likewise this 
right to i, Plaintiff’ was on trial in 
the week in January, and regularly entered 
his service on the Is$ of February. A few 
days after, he asked for an advance from his 
wages, and defendant yave. him $2. Plaintiff 
was absent the next day, as also just after he 
received his salary for March ; on the 21st of 
that nionth, getting another advance, he was 
again away fem ins duty and remained "20 
four days. He took no notice particularly of 
this conduct, believing that the man was real- 











ly sick as-he alleged, but it having been re- 
peated so often and so regularly after getting 
some money it created some suspicion in his 
mind. On plaintiff's return on the 25th March, 
he spoke to him about his conduct, and warned 
him that if he was again to absent himself he 
was to take that as his dismissal. He had 
been told that plaintiff's illness was caused 
by drink, Notwithstanding this warning he 
was again absent on the 8th April. Defendant 
took uo notice of that, On the 16th he did 
not come to work, nor had he returned to it 
since. On the 15th defendant found plaintiff 
asleep in a chair in the office. His not re- 
turning after his absence on the 16th was 
evidently in consequence of the warning he 
had got ; for a few days after he eent for bis 
wages, 

Plaintiff to Defendant—I was absent seve- 
ral days during March, and I wrote to you 
telling you I was unwell. T was not drank. 
On the 25th March you told me that if I was 
absent again I would be disch: and said 
that you were sorry you had heard I was in 
the habit of conducting myself in a similar 
manner in previous employments. I was 

‘on the Sth of this month. On the 15th

you didu’t tell me to get up and pinch myself, 
T didn't go to office on the 16th and 17th 
because I was unwell.

Hexay Evaxs, sworn, (having repeated his 
statement, added)—Plaintiff never appeared 
since the ioth. 0: eh I prepared a lut- 
ter discharging hi to seud it to 
him by the man who should bring a letter 
from him excusing his absence, as no 
my premises knew where he lived. ‘Th 
was only communication I received fi 
and his letter demanding his wages, 
1 found in my town house, where it had been 
left for me. Upon the fly leaf of that note 
{wrote to him to call. It was dated the 
19th. If he did write excusing his absence 
Tnover gut the letter. 

By Plaintiff—I cannot account for your 
getting my letter of the 17th. 1 left it on the 
table when I left my house and I got your 
lotter asking for the balance of your wages 
when I got to the town houso. 

Plaintiff to the Court—I had abillious at tack 
on the 16th April, from the effects of which 1 
continued to suffer for two days. On the Sth I 
was unwell. I cannot recollect what | was 
suffering from on the 2ist March, any further 
than that [ was indisposed. I’ have no 
vant to send a chit to defendant. ‘There is a 
person living in the house, but Teould not 
send that person to defendant with my letter 
as he did not know the house. 

His Worship said he felt no doubt that 
plaintiff's illness was to he accounted fur in 
some such manner as defendant had done; A: 
employer had a right to dismiss his servant 
without notice if he misconducted himself ; 
and the latter at the sime time forfeited the 
wages accruing to him. Plaintiff had wm 
conilucted himself, and defendant’ was justi- 
fied in putting him away in the manner he 
did ; nor was plaintiff eutitled to his wages 
because they would be due ouly at the end of 
the month. He therefore dismissed the case.

A. Sityentuonxs, sworn, stated—I was in 
charge of the Refreshment Rooms of the Grand 
Stand. About 5 o'clock, yesterday, prisoner 
entered the bar by the hack door. ‘I ordereit 
him to go out, but he refused to do it until he 
had got a drink. I observed that he appeared 
to have had too much already, and declined 
to serve him, He then behaved obstreperous- 
ly, and I had to call ina constable, who re- 
moved him, 

Prisoner didn’t wish to question the wit- 
ness. He believed his statement was correct 
enough, ag he remembered nothing of the oc- 
currence, being in liquor at the time. 

Sergt. Sanz, sworn, stated—I was sent for 
to take the  pritoner in charge. He was very 
violent, and I had to call in others to assist 
me. Prisoner, on being arrested, lay down on 
his back and began kicking and swearing, He 
was ultiinately conveyed to the station ona 
wheelbarrow. I got my trowsere badly da- 
maged and dirtied in the work, 

Inspector Fowier explained that prisoner 
‘was one of the four marines who were uptct 
in the carriage behind the Grand Stand ; 
his clothes in consequence were completely 
covered with mud. ‘They had to be washed 
forthe prisoner this morning, and being male 
of serge they were cleaned easily enough ; but 
it was not so with the S clothes, which 
were not the Police uniform, In uence 
of the accident, all the police on duty wero 
called away to’ it, and constables who were 
not on duty had to be called to assist, ‘The 
other constables assisting the Sergeant got 
their uniforms likewise bespattered with 
mud, but they could be washed, He believed 
the sergeant’s trowsers, which were nearly nev, 
would cost about $6, 

Prisoner said he didn’t see how he could 
help dirtying the witness's clothes. He hind 
to crawl out of the ditch into which he was 
thrown on all-fours and under the carriage, 

His Worship remarked that if.he had not 
been drank he would not, probably, hia 
ted himself us to necessitate his bi 
into custody by the police.

As the stronger, more 
pushing, and more assertive people, the for- 
Eiguers, it may be taken for granted, would 
te able to show the preponderance cf influ 
ence on their side. such has been the 
fase, no doubt, in a commercial and a poli- 
tical point of view. A trade has been exac- 
ted which has developed itself into vast 
dimensions, and China has been compelled 
to take up a position relatively to other 
nations, whether she likes it or no. But the 
mount of good concomitantly efected is 
estionable. ‘Their own favourite motto, 
at * Commercial intercourse enriches a na- 
tion,” has certainly received practical illus- 
tration in the material enrichment of various 
tracts and districts more immediately connec- 
ted with foreign trade. But it may be 
joned how far this good has been counter- 
ed in the one case by the immeasurable 
ry which has been occasioned by the 
rebellions indirectly brought about by repeated 
collisions with Western Powers, and in the 
other ease by the introduction of opium, the 
sad effects of which have hitherto been ever 
cm the increase. ‘There are the beneficial 
eats of mistonary teaching to be brought 
into account, but: ‘are 80 far infinitesi- 
mal as compared to the mass of the nation 
that even they too would fail, Tfear, to 
the preponderance on the right side. As to 
any influence that foreigners may exercise by 
the ere prvenc in the country, iti si 
ply ni, A few sparks o ‘upon 
Ir iceberg might” really be aortas tn 
nore tangible results, comparatively speaking, 
than have as yet transpired through the reat- 
dence of the few handfuls of foreigners 
tmoogst the millions of the Chinese. Indeed, 
if anything, the influence has lain the other 
way, for Thave found as a rule that Chinese 
do not improve by being brought into intimacy 
vith foreigners and. by adoption as a conso- 
ywenco of their’ habits and ideas. ‘The few 
iopeanised Chinese that are to be met with 
tre, with very few exceptions, miost insu‘fer- 
thle creatures, ‘The people generally, of 
course, know us better than they once ‘did, 
and the inhabitants of those districts which 
have been most resorted to by us would I 
think for the most. part be glad to increase 
acquaintance, not only on groun 
tlinterest but from their own natural kind 
i it the ruling juenti: 
dle only tolerate oft presence fn the 
‘ountry, and I firmly believe they would hail 
theday'when they could see—were such a 
thing possible—the last foreign factory razed 
to the ground, and the Jast ship leave the 
coast, malgré the loss to the national revenue, 
and the ruin of the districts dependent on our 
‘rade that: would certainly follow.

One has only to live the 
people, to correspond and converse with the 
‘mandarins and to shea the semerce memo- 
rials addressed to the by leading states- 
men to convince one’s-sclf that, however much 
portions of the trading section of the popula- 
tion would like to sce foreign relations ex- 
fended, the ruling Powers deprecate progress 
even at the slowest rate of advance, whilst 
the mass of the people are altogether” indiffe- 
rent to the subject, Yet it does not follow 
that progress is to be despaired of in the future 
of China. Further awakenings through’ col- 
lision with foreign Powers must oceur, for the 
Chinese cannot indefinitely go on shilly-shally- 
ing, one moment solemnly accepting inter- 
national obligations, and another moment 
covertly ig from them, At the same 
time, I am not one of those who advocate an 
abrupt and unreasoning obtrusion of progress 
as we understand it, either by force or per- 
suasion, China is by no means ripe for an 
instantaneous reception throughout her entire 
territory of the highly advanced condition of 
civilisation to which we and the Western 
peoples have attained. Let, however, the 
thin end of the wedge be introduced as op- 
portunities may offer, in whatever shape, 
method, or direction may seem most suitable, 
but always in the way of private enterprise, 
notas a matter of Governmental institution, 
ard the commercial enterprise of the people 
is so active that it will gradually but surely 
overrule all the obstractiveness and conceit 
which form such marked characteristics in the 
Chinese nature, and no very long time need 
elapse before a radical regeneration ensues 
which shall at once satisfy the merchant, the 
diplomatist, and the missionary.
